Jerome concluded the argument at 


3:25 p. m. and Judge Fitzgerald or- 
dered recess until 4:15, when he will 
charge the jury. 


New York, April 10—District At- 


torney Jerome today summed up the 
state's case against Harry Thaw be- 
fore the largest audience of the trial. 
The interest is intense. In opening 
Jerome set forth all possible verdicts: 
"Justified," said Jerome, "does not 
mean dementia Americana but means 
self defense. When a man is sitting 
«almly looking at a play, and if sur- 
denly shot down, no stretch of imag- 
ination could call it self defense." 


"-Jerome enumerated only four log- 


ical verdicts: Murder in the first de- 
gree, murder in the second, man- 
slaughter in the first degree, and ac- 
quittal for insanity. 


tlhen Jerome made a plea to the 


jurors not to be influenced by sym- 
pathy or passion. He went into the 
question of insanity. "When you were 
being examined, you were told that 
you must accept-^he law-of-insanity 
from the* court. You were- told that 
the only-insanity recognized by tho 
law of the state is insanity that de- 
prives a man of the nature and char- 
acter, of his acts, and knowledge of 
urong. You were interrogated about 
'dementia Americana,' but this Is 
a higher law, and you swore that no 
higher law should 
enter into this 


case. 


"As to this 'dementia Americana' 


•which prevails 
from 
the Canadian 


line to the Gulf of Mexico, and most- 
ly on the Gutt of Mexico, does it wail 
three years and glare at its enemy 
and then kill? 
Does this 'dementia 


Americana' flaunt a woman for two 
long years through the 
capitals of 


Europe and then 
kill? 
'Dementia 


'Americana' never hides behind the 
skirts of a woman. 'Dementia Amer- 
icana" never puts a woman on ths 
stand to lay bare its shame to protect 
it." 


Jerome then rehearsed the story of 


the killing, dwelling on Thaw's ra- 
tional conduct before and after. He 
said that all his acts bristled 
with 


premeditation and deliberation. 
To 


claim that Thaw was white and his 
eyes wild, he asked what man who 
had just killed the enemy he hated, 
would not be white, and have wild 
eyes. Jerome then plunged into a se- 
vere attack on Evelyn. 
He sneered 


at Evelyn's story of her 
ruin 
by 


White, and sarcastically referred to 
Evelyn as an "angel child," and tore 
to pieces her whole story of wrong 
at White's hands. 


Of Evelyn's story of her assault at 


the hands of White, Jerome said: 


"What nonsense. She of the Flor- 


adora chorus! 
She drugged —and 


with what pray?" 


He said the defense had prevented 


him from proving an alibi for White 
or .from disproving the "stories told 
of him. He said White's entire career 
showed that such a story as Evelyn 
told must 
be untrue. 
When 
the 


court recessed at 1 p. m. Jerome had 
not finished 'his plea. He will finish, 
this afternoon.

Which Was One of the Most Eloquent 


Ever Delivered in Xew York

ALL DAY SNOW , 


GAVE VAY TO RAIN 


New York, April 10.—An all-day, 


snowstorm gave way last night to a, 
drizzling rain, that continued until 
midnight, and made short work df the 
6.5 inches of snow. The day will be~ 
remembered not only as the most dis- 
agreeable of this year, but a record- 
breaker for April storms. In the his- 
tory of the weather bureau there la, 
nothing to compare with this storm. 
Tuesday's 
contribution brought the 


winter's snowfall up to some 55 
inches, also a record—by perhaps 
two-feet. 


New York, April 10.—District Attor- 


ney Jerome at noon today appeared 
before the Jury sitting in the Thaw 
case, and In an address of several 
hours he is expected to make 
notable plea in behalf of the state. If 
Jerome compresses his argument into 
three or four hours Justice Fitzgerald 
will charge the Jury before nightfall 
and there Is a possibility that Harry 


Kendall Thaw will know his fate be- 
fore the day is done. 


"I now, with all solemnity, gentle- 


men, leave in your hands the fate of 
Harry K. Thaw." Delphin Michael Del- 
mas, leading attorney for the defense, 
thus framed the last words for the 
young slayer of Stanford White. 


The distinguished attorney, in con- 


cluding his address, appealed to both 
the written and "unwritten 
law" 


for the justification of his client 
With the exception of the moments 
when he was reading from testimony, 
Mr. Delmas' concluding speech was 
one of sustained'oratorical effort. He 
threw about the form of Harry Thaw 
the cloak of chivalrous knighthood. 
"Why," he shouted, "should we who 
admire the chivalry of the knights of 
the middle ages who went about re- 
dressing wrongs and rescuing maidens 
in distress, withhold our sympathy 
from this brave man?" 


Bitterly the attorney again assailed 


Stanford White. He declared White 
sought to play with the girl so long 
as her,.beauty remained, and then 
would have thrown her away "like a 
dirty rag to float down life's sewers 
to a-grave lu1 the yult'ei's"ft61d'.**"j£gatir 
he said: "Harry Thaw had snatched 
the girl from the old leech who saw 
in her but a toy to gratify a moment's 
lust and then be cast aside to go her 
way down the paths of fallen women." 


"Instrument of Providence." 


With dramatic emphasis Mr. Del- 


mas cried out that when Harry Thaw 
beheld Stanford White on the Madi- 
son Square roof garden, the story of 
his wife's wrongs overcame him. He 
pictured in an instant, as a dying man 
may picture, his past life—all that 
Stanford White had done—"the ruin 
he had wrought, and he struck; struck 
as the tigress strikes in defense of her 
young; struck for the home, struck 
for the American woman, struck for 
humanity—and Stanford White fell. 
Ah, gentlemen," the advocate went 
on, "If Harry Thaw believed he was 
the instrument of Providence, who 
will say that he was mistaken?" At- 
torney Delmas discussed but briefly 
the testimony of expert witnesses, de- 
claring that whatever weight might 
attach to their utterances was on the 
side of the defendant. 
He declared 


the burden of proof as to Thaw's san- 
ity at the time of the homicide rested 
with the prosecution, which had failed 
to make out its case. 


It was in discussing Thaw's mental 


state that Mr. Delmas came at last to 
the "unwritten 
law." 
He declared 


thta the experts had been at a loss 
to classify the form of insanity from 
which Thaw suffered. "I will suggest 
its name," he declared. "I would call 
it 'dementia Americana.' It is a spe- 
cies of insanity which has been rec- 
ognized in every "state of this Union. 
It is that species of insanity which 
makes the American man believe his 
home, his wife, his daughters, are 
sacred, and that whosoever stains the 
virtue of his threshold violates the 
highest of human laws." 


Twice during his closing periods 


Mr. Delmas was interrupted by Assist- 
ant District Attorney Garvan. Mr. 
Jerome being absent from the court- 
room, Mr. Garvan suggested that the 
argument was taking too wide a 
scope, and Justice Fitzgerald called 
Mr. Delmas' attention to the fact.

They were taken violently ill 
and fell in the street. The stranger 
fled. Strychnine was found in the 
stomachs of the men.

HUE AT THORNVILLE 
..WES A $10,01)0 LOSS 


Villagers Conld Only Watch the Destruction ol the Biggest 


Plant in tbe Place-All the New Machinery Was 


Destroyed in Grist Hill Fire. 


Thornville, April 10—Fire of un- 


•cnown origin completely destroyed 
the flour mill here owned by Charles 
Park, entailing a loss of $10,000 ot 
$12,000, 
the insurance 
covering 


about half the Joss. 


The fire which proved to be so dls- 
i 
astrous, started about 9:45 o'clock, 
but it was not discovered until it had 


ained such headway that it was im- 


possible to do anything to stop the 
progress of the flames. It was about 
9:10 o'clock when a train passed the 
rist mill, which stands alongside the 
track. 
Thirty-five minutes later tne 


building was a mass of flames. The 
alarm was given, but the 
villagers 


could only look on and 
watch the 


building go up in smoke. 


The building is practically 
new, 


having been constructed by Mr. Park 
about two years ?go. It was a frame 
building and an excellent structure. 


The building was equipped with the 


best machinery obtainable and this 
was totally 
destioyed. 
The 
Heavy 


loss includes a laige quantity or rav, 
material stoied in the mill as well as 


several car loads of finished product 
ready for shipment. 


In an interview with an Advocate 


correspondent 
this morning, 
Mr I 


Park stated that his 
loss would xe- 


ceed $10,000, probably reaching $12 - 
000. 
He stated that 
his Insurance 


amounted to $6,300 on the building 
and contents. He stated that he had 
no idoa as to the origin ot the fire 
and lefused to make any statement 
in that respect. 


It is the opinion of many here that 


the building was set afire by sorre 
one hero who may have an Imaginary 
grudge against Mr. 
Park. 
Others 


maintain that the sparks from the en- 
gine of the train that passed a few 
minutes before 
the fire caused the 


blaze. 


Two large elevators standing neai 


the mill were not 
damaged in the 


loast, a strong northwest wind fan- 
ning the flames in the opposite direc- 
tion from these buildings 
No other 


buildings were 
endangered 
rn any 


way. 


Mr. Parks was not ready yet to an- 


nounr-e his plans for the future ana 
would not state whether he would re- 
build at once.

USING MAILS 


TO DEf RAUD 


The Charge Against the Promoter 


of an OH Company. 


ARRAIGNED AND BOND FIXED 


Alleged In the Indictment That Sum 


Paid In Dividends Was Taken From 
Receipts of Stock Sales—Meeting of 
Stockholders to Bi Called—Ohioans 
Interested. 


Topeka, Kan., April 10.—Following 


his indictment on the charge of using 
the mails to defraud, returned by the 
federal grand jury, H. H. Tuteker, Jr., 
of Cherryvale, Kan, secretary and 
promoter of the Uncle Sam Oil com- 
pany, was arraigned in the United 
States district court here. Judge Pol- 
lock fixed Tucker's bond at $15,000, 
and he left for Kansas City, in com- 
pany with an officer of the court, to 
secure bail. It is charged in the in- 
dictment that Tucker has sold about 
$1.200,000 (cash value) in stock in the 
Uncle Sam company, -with a par value 
of over $10,000,000; that the sum of 
about $20,000 already paid in -divi 
dends was taken from the receipts of 
stock sales and not from the earnings 
of the company, and that while this 
was going on, Tucker was using the 
n^ails to accomplish the sale of more 
stocks; also that the assets of the 
company are now $150,000 less than 
the money received from the sale of 
the stock. 


At a meeting of the directors of the 


Uncle Sam Oil company, which was 
attended by Tucker and the attorneys 
for the company, it was decided to 
call a meeting of the stockholders of 
the company within the next 10 days 
and explain to them the exact condi- 
tion of the company's affairs. If the 
stockholders decide that they want to 
take the-busmess of the company into 
their own hands, Tucker and the di- 
rectors will interpose no objection. 
Tucker said that he entertained no 
fear in regard to the criminal charges 
against him. 
He said the company 


had 2,600 stockholders in Kansas, 
1,400 
in Missouri, -500 each in Oklaho- 


ma and Nebraska and 700 each in 
Ohio, Illinois and Indiana. 


Mining Promoter Arraigned. 


Denver, April 10.—John J. O'Hara, 


a mining promoter, who was indicted 
by the federal grand j'ury's session at 
Pueblo last week on the charge of 
using the mails to defraud, was ar- 
raigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Sanford C. Hinsdale in this 
city, and was released after furnish- 
ing a bond for $5,000 to insure his ap- 
pearance for trial in the United States 
district court. Of a dozen or more 
properties located in Colorado and 
Nevada which/' O'Hara was promoting, 
the investigation disclosed, it is al- 
leged, that only one or two gave any 
evidence of the values which had been 
glowingly set forth in the literature 
which was sent through the mails to 
prospective investors.
